WHEREAS, The said county of Bremer paid the state of Iowa for the
maintenance of the said Mary B. Coburn the sum of seven hundred and
forty dollars and twenty-eigh' cents ($740.23) as is shown by the records of
the auditor of state.

WHEREAS, Oa Jane 25th, 1884, Charles E Coburn was admitted to the
soldiers’ orphaus’ home at Davenport, Iowa, and the cost of his maintenance
was charged to the azcount of Bremer county, Iowa, from June 25th, 1894
